Birds Being Shot 
Ahead Of Season 
Again This Year 

Local Fish & Game officials and 
sportsmen are concerned once 
again with the out of season shoot¬ 
ing of pheasant going on in the 
district The season is almost two 
months away, Oct. 8, and reports 
indicate the southwest country 
particularly Is being hit by 
poachers. 

In addition to it being out of 
season, the crime of the case is 
that many of the birds being shot 
at are far from full grown and 
can scarcely fly. Anyone seeing 
this violation occur Is requested to 
try to get car licence numbers and 
names or description of the van¬ 
dals and turn this information in 
to the RCMP who will have some 
some evidence on which to work.

An over-all survey of local hard¬ 
ware stores indicates a lighter run 
on licences and equipment so far 
this year but the advanced har¬ 
vest may be partly responsible. At 
any rate shot guns, shells, decoys, 
waders and other equipment are 
in good supply and prices appear 
to be holding with last year’s list¬ 
ing. Shells are possibly 5c higher 
and guns range from the $20 used 
models to sleek new styles at $166. 

One new gun on display is a 
Winchester Automatic, light and 
well balanced with a glass fibre 
barrel made from five miles of 
fibre winding and a narrow metal 
bore. It is featured as being a 
stronger gun, more durable and 
the barrel is of permanent deep 
blue color. 

The Ithaca people have also a 
new model out. It is a 16 gauge 
lightweight Ithaca Repeater. Of 
interest is the new Raybar sight 
on this model, a red plastic % 
inch bead clamped at the end of 
the barrel. 

Guns now may be rented round 
town this year so there isn’t much 
deterrent for the would-be hunter 
other than a licence, shells and a 
rental slip. 

One example may be given to 
anyone losing his licence and seek¬ 
ing a replacement. .In a previous 
year a man in Lethbridge lost his, 
bought another and was fined $20 
when apprehended. The law re¬ 
quires a duplicate licence, not a 
new one.

Should the church youth move¬

$12 per year membership, any of 
the library of the NT.B. films 
could be obtained. The same ap¬ 
plies to Lions Club, Fish & Gam<; 
Association, Women’s Lodges, 
guilds, 4-H Clubs, at the cost of 
approximately $1.00 per month. 

Dependant on school board per¬ 
mission being obtained, the 
V.C.A.C. hopes to put free shows 
on regularly once or twice 
monthly in the High School Audi¬ 
torium, getting the co-operation 
of the Students Union in the selec¬ 
tion shown.

ant 

More recently another branch of 
the business was added, that of an 
Artificial Insemination Unit head¬ 
ed by Technician Peter Degenstein. 

This summer the business took 
over the old White Rose station 
opposite Wheat Centre Motors and 
now only one more piece of re¬ 
novation remains before the build¬ 
ing will be completely equipped, 
capable of meeting every veterin¬ 
ary demand. 

Hundreds of bottles line one wall 
of the first office, the dispensary, 
from which drugs, vaccines and all 
forms of animal care are given. 
Stockmen’s supplies, saddles, hal¬ 
ters, bridles, feed supplement and 
doctoring equipment arc stocked.

way housing Dr. Tonken's office, 
the surgery and examining room, 
a recovery room and the largo 
animal clinic and surgery room. 

In the smaller surgery room is 
an operating tabic valued at $300 
which can be rhisod, lowered and 
tilted to any angle desired up to 
90 degrees. 

Two kennels house animals in 
the recovery room and this set-up 
Is devoted mostly to miscellaneous 
treatment of all manner of smaller 
animals. Dogs, cats, pet rabbits are 


regular patients here and also a 
respectable budgie bird business is 
done. Two young deer have been 
treated by the doctor. One, an in¬ 
fant, was brought in by a lady 
from Carmangay for feeding in¬ 
structions until the animal was old 
enough to travel on its own. 

Two boys even brought in a 
lizard once for care. When the 
doctor picked the speciman up by 
the tail the owner broke into 
tears. When asked the reason for 
the outburst the youth replied, 


"You’d cry too if your friend was 
picked up by the feet." 

Work on the greatest area of 
the building, the large clinic, is 
under way and will be completed 
this fall. In this room will be two 
cattle pens where animals may be 
kept a day or a week, depending 
on the need. One of the big gar¬ 
age doors has been retained 
along one wall so that cattle may 
be run from a truck into an out¬ 
side loading '■hute. through the 
doorway and into the "Squeeze’* 
where they are securely held in a 
standing position for treatment, in¬ 
side the building. 

A recent addition to the business 
is a two-way radio system install¬ 
ed in the doctor’s car and the of¬ 
fice. By this means the doctor can 
be contacted while on country 
calls within 30 miles and sent to 
points nearby when help is re¬ 
quired or he can speed up ser¬ 
vice and save miles by being able 
to deal immediately with phono 
calls seeking his advice. 

This expansion of the business 
and streamlining of services —

Benefits Of Summerfallow

Harvesting of this year s wheat crop is well 
along the way to completion and, despite five mid¬ 
summer weeks without rain, yields of 20 to 30 
bushels per acre on summerfallowed land are the rule, 
at least in the west half of the County. The value of 
good moisture reserves has been emphasized this 
year, for without that reserve moisture, yields would 
have been much lighter. 

In forecasting an average yield for Western Can¬ 
ada this year of 20 bushels per acre, W. G. Malaher 
of the Research Dept., Searle Grain Co., states that 
the reason for the good yield despite the dry summer 
is the high proportion of wheat seeded on summer- 
fallow. Tracing the origin of the practice of summer¬ 
fallowing, Mr. Malaher says that it is now exactly 75 
years since Angus Mackay, pioneer farmer in the 
Indian Head district, because of circumstances relat¬ 
ing to the Northwest Rebellion, found himself with¬ 
out horses to prepare his land for spring seeding and 
was forced to leave it idle until the following season. 

In the succeeding year, when crops seeded on stubble 
were almost a complete failure because of a disastrous 
drought, he reaped a full yield and thereby establish¬ 
ed the value of fallow for Western Canada. 

There are many today who view the practice of 
8ummerfallowing as a wasteful and unnecessary one, 
particularly in northern areas where moisture is not 
usually a limiting factor. The bare fallow of earlier 
years has been largely replaced by strip cropping, 
trash cover and contour strip cropping and there has 
been a complete revolution in the type and operation 
of tillage implements used. However, the practice of 
summerfallowing in one form or another, seems to 
remain as much a part of the average farmer’s pro¬ 
gram as it ever did and there is not as much differ¬ 
ence in this respect between northern and southern 
areas as one might expect. 

There has been a slight decline in each of the 
past two years but the area in summerfallow, at 24 
million acres, is still about 1V« million acres more than 
the ten year average of 1949 to 1958. 

There may be plausible arguments for reducing 
the acreage placed in summer-fallow or of eliminating 
it altogether in certain areas but an occasional brush 
with disaster such as we have had in 1960, only serves 
to strengthen the dependence this is placed, by the 
average Western farmer, upon this means of ensuring 
a crop. It will, therefore, probably take a long time 
before things change very much in this respect.
